international law with respect tothe capture 
of contraband has of late been the subject 
of minch discussion, one bearing of the matter, 
and that one of practical importance, seems 
to have been generally overlooked. It is 
the very obvious fact that the, conditions 
of shipping which exigted when most of the 
accepted principles were Inid down, have 
been completely altered by the changed 
nature of transport in moderna times. What 


may have been # perfectly reasonable view 
in the time of sailing vessels or even in that 
of long voyage steamers alterg its nature 
when applied in days when shipment to one 
port and transhipment thence to the ultimate 
destination isa matter ot everyday. occur- 


rence. 
That some amendments upon the principles 


hitherto accepted is urgently called for by 

these changes bas been fully showy by the 

extraordinary developments which have 

occurred of late and which, as we have 

pointed out from time to time, fu lly prove that 

the old rules are by no means .adequate to 

meet the state of matters under the altered 

conditions of the present day. The weakest 

point of course is tat there has never been 

any actual definition of what! constitutes 

‘contraband. This is manifest from the 

protest whieh was uinde by the United 

States Government against thé decision of 
; the local Prize Court with regard to the 

_ Arabia, which was reforred to iu a case with 
‘respect to contraband in the Supreme Court 
there. The decision of the local Russian 
Prize Courts has since then been reversed 
at 8t. Petersburg, which is so far'satisfactory, 
as it forms a recognition of the general 


priadp set forth in the protest. It will 


remembered that the United States 
Government refused to accept the principle 


“that telegraphic telephonic and railway | 


materials are confiscabie simply because 
destined to the open commercial ports of a 
belligerent, and pointed out that to deter- 
mine what constitutes contraband three 
elemeuts have to be ‘considered : (1) warlike 
nature, (2) use, atid (3) destination. This 
is undoubtedly the long accepted principle ; 
but the difficulty arises in its applica- 
tion. It is impossible to prove a 
negative ; and it is, therefore, open to a 
belligerent who may not be too: scrupulous, 
to seize as contraband everythiiig that may 
in any way be used in a war, inless it can 
_ be shown that by no possibility.can it come 
into the hands of an enemy. ‘The second 
and third elements, namely tho/e of use aud 
destination have, therefore, tq be adopted 
-as the criterion, but on either basis, it is 
not always easy to come to a definite or 
satisfactory decision. As regards the ques- 
tion of use it has bren justly ipeinted out 
that in the present day almost everything 
from wireless telegraphs to shce leather

This, a8 
well as the question of use, must always be 
1 matter of fact to be determined by a con- 
sideration of nll the circumstances of the 
case and to be fairly and ee decided 
upon by the. tribunal before whom the 
matter is brought. No definitions or classi- 
fications, however carcfully made, can be 
sufficient in all cases to decide as to the 
use; and no general principle, however 
learnedly enunciated, can be relied upon to 
determine what in fact wus the voyage 
which a given lot uf goods was destined to 
take. The onus of proof, however, that 
gooda, not necessarily of a belligerent charac- 
ter, are destined as of course for belligerent 
purposes, clearly lies upon those who claim 
to make the capture, In the case of the 
Arabia the cargo was composel of railway 
material ond flour destined to Jnpanese 
ports and addressed to different commercial 
houses in Japan. Such goods might be 
for ordivary purposes of commerce— 
among which would even be a sale 
of them to persons who might aftorwards 
forward them to the seat of war—aud to 
make them contraband, on the principle of 
their destination, it would’ be necessary at 
least 10 prove that they were sent out direct 


ly with the object of being forwarded to the 
enemy ; in fulfilme t, for instance, of a con- 
tract to that effect. Upon Lor! STowE.’s 
principe the bare destination would be a 
sufficient answer; but, even upon iw more 
extended view, that is, one more in accor- 
dance with ths shipping and transport cou- 
ditions of the present day, it must at the 
least be proved that the goods are destined 
to nid in the war; aud this cannot, upon 
recognised priuciples uf evidence, ba as- 
eumed as a tact, merely because it is posdi- 
b'e or even lively. 

Sumething might jrobably be done by a 
conference such as has been suggeste:! to 
place questions of this kind upon a more 
satisfactory footing; but too much cannat 
be anticipated from any geueral dealing 
with the subject. So much must in all cases 
depend upon oy guod faith of the nations 
who haypen toe belligerent in their treat- 
ment of individual questions of capture that 
implicit reliance cannot he placed upon 
general understandings arr.vel at during @ 
time of peace, but which have to be acted 
upow during war time, when passions run 
high, aud neither officials nor commanders 
are! kely to he ove’ scrupulous in their 
actions. Siill; the time has undoubtedly 
come when some attempt should he made ty 
re-assert the principles which are applicable 
as to neutrals and as to captures in accor- 
dance with the cunditions which exist at 
the present day; and in one way Russia bas 
to be thanked for doing good service towards 
such au enquiry, as she bis certainly given 
examples of every possible way in which 
the bast established principles can be evaded,

Syuall affuirs are sumefimes the most im- 

rtint, It is the littls annoyances and 
the little troubles thit make life miserable ; 
and antithetiedly, an aygyregate of ‘minor 
pleasures may make the sum of human 
happiness, Of the numerous little worries 
incidental to contact with, the Chinese, 
perhaps ntost people would confess that the 
attitude of the ricsha coolie or ch.ir -coolie 
-ou receiving his dole is the most persistently 
annoyins an-} noticeable. There may be 
luman pachyderms who can turn aj; deaf 
ear to ths mutterings of the discontentsd 
fellow who has not received more than ten 
cents over his legal fare, and who can: move 
away with a mind serene; but ths majority 
of those who make use of these public 
vehicl3s are, we fancy, more sensitive. 
Apart altogether from such a consideration, 
there is tha awkward question of small 
change, of which the supply always seems 
shortest when it is most iu request, namely, 
when the pis enger is deposited at tie door 
of his or ber domicile. Tuis lack of sub- 
sidiary currency often leads to too excvssive 
payment of the carrying cowlie, which isa 
bid thing on two counts. It ig no incon- 
silerable tix on the expenditure of ithose 
who use them regularly; and it hds the 


effect of ine easing the avarice of the tribe,

the coolie never fails to take advantage of 
any uncertainty or indecision shown by

profit by that knowledge without incon- 
venience and annoyance. Ifa remedy, were 
attainable, by means not out of proportion 


to the complaint, would not the public be 


pleased to welcome it? The answer may be 
taken for granted by the Colonial Govern- 
ment, if it consider the subject at all worthy 
ite august attention. There is a rethedy, 
for which it is not necessary to go further 
than Shanghai. Very little trouble indeed, 
atiu no expense at all, would be incurred 
by the Government if it were to adopt the 
system in vogue in the northern port, of 
issuing tickets with which to pay the ricsha 
and chair coolies. The Municipal Council 
of the Medel Settlement sells books icon- 
taining tickets of various denominations, 
which are accepted without question by the 
coolies, und afterwards redeemed by special 
employees of the Council at their face value. 
They take up little room in the pocket, and 
as they cannot be used for other purposes, 
the purchaser is leas likely to ruu out of 
them than he is of small chanze. The 
public pays a small premium over the -face 
yalue, in return for the convenience. For 
instance, with eight hundred and forty cash 
to the dollar, the purchaser paya a dollar for 
a little book containing thirty-two tidkets 
worth twenty-fourcash each to the coolie 
to whom he may hand them in payment. In 
Hongkong, this department would not be 
troubled with any of the difficulties caused 


‘by fluctuations in exchange. The econduwi- 


cally minded members of the public, figuring 
the nmounts paid in excess of what they 
would have spent if they hid always had 
gmall coins at the right times, would 
cheerfully pay $1:20 or some auch 
amount for a book of twenty ticke’s of 
five-cent value. It is true that recent 
municipal returus at Shanghai, which drew 
our attention to this matter, show a small 
loss; but it is largely due to the vagaries of 
exchange. The Colonial accountants would 
goon be able to calculate what margin should 
be charged to cover the costs of the small 
department necessary to work the echeme, 
which charge would, of course, be wholly 


paid by the purchaser. It has been uoticed | 


that the Shanghai ricsha coolie invariably 
counplains when paid in coiu, no matter 


_ what the amount given him may be; but 


that he assumes an air of satisfaction, how- 
ever unreal, when he is paia iu this paper 
currency. ‘The only case that history .re- 


" cords, of a recipieut demurring at this form 
‘of payment, was at’a little card party in 


Shanghai, where a young gentleman, 
“cleaned out’? at cheap “nap,” tried to 
pay the balance of his indebteduess with the 
fag end of a ricsha ticket book, Such a 
contingency is not likely to occur in Hong- 
kong, however; and, all things considered, 
it might be advantageous for Hongkong, in 
this connection, to take'a leaf out of Shang- 
hai’s book.

CHINESE CRUELTY. 


On Feb. 21st the accountant. of a Chinese 
shop, No. 149 Queen's Road West, was fined 
$202 for being in illicit’ possession of opium 
and the following story was tld Mr. F. A. 
Hazeland at {he Police Court on Feb. 22 as a 
sequel to the fine. 

The accountant of the shop before mentioned 
was in the habit of employing a servant boy 
from a neighbouring shop to go and procure 
opium for him. This the Excise officers found 
out, with the result that the accountan! was 
arrested and fined. fe came to the conclusion 
that the boy, by name Mok Shui, was io the 
employ of the Excise Officers, and had given 
the information against him, so sent a foki on 


Tuesday night last to tell the boy he 
wanted to see him. Quite unsnspectingly; 
the youth walked into the shop. As 
soon aS le was inside, the accountant 
closed the door and told him he was g: ing to 
haveabadtime. He was first asked how much 
he got for supplying the information, and then 
ordered to hand over $101, his share of the fine. 
The boy protested that he had not ‘informed 
the Excise Officers, but the accountant with 
five otlier of the shop's employees, strack him 
to the ground. They then brutally treated 
him, The boy was first gagged. His 
hands and feet were tied together, a pole was 
run under his knees and placed on the backs of 
two chairs, and he was suspended therefrom 
head downwards, and nearly strangled by @ 
‘ handkerchief which they tied round his neck. 
After a period of this treatment they took him 
down and asked him to confess, but the boy was 
unable to speak. One of the men then got hold 
of a long knife, and threatened to cut him 
in pieces if he did not {ell the truth. As the 
boy spoke not a word, they placed him in his 
former position on the rail, for a ‘further term 
of torture. While in this position an Insurance 
broker called in, and seeing the state of the boy 
asked the men to release him. They informed 
the broker that if he did not clear 
out they would treat him the sime, and 
thereupon hunted him out of the 
ehop. Meantime, the boy’s Master, who wanted 
him to go on an errand, learning that he had 
called at No. 140 Queen’s Road, went there in 
search:of him. He found the shop closed, but 
on knocking at the door was admitted. In 
reply to his inquiry as to where the boy was, 
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one of the men said be had been slaughtered, but ¢- 


on going through the house he found him 
hanging as described in the passage 
leading to the cookhouse. The master ordered 
that his boy be released, bul he was informed 
that if he did not get out, he toowould be hung 
up in a similar position. The Master on going 
out of the shop said “ You have nearly kiiled 
| him, you can now do what you like.” He had 
only gone a few steps when the boy was thrown 
from the shop door on to the road. He was 
picked up, placed i1 a ricsha and taken to No. 
7, Police Station, where about half an hour 
elapsed before he could be brought round suffici- 
ently to imform the Police of the fac's. The 
accountant, together with the other five men 
concerned, were arresied, and at the instance of 
Inspector Collett, were yes‘erday charged 
before His Worship with ‘assault. In 
passing sentence Mr. Hazeland said it was 
the worst case of the kind that had come 
under his notice since he had been on the bench. 
He would not allow the defendants the option 
of a fine, but would sentence cach to imprison- 
ment for six months with hard labour, and in 
lien of «ne day of the said imprisonment, six 
honrs stocks. 


ALLEGED MURDER AND ARMED 
ROBBERY. 
--—— ~> > - 

Auother application for extradition was made 
to Mr. H. A.J. Gompertz at the Police Court 
on February 20th. Mr. H. E. Pollock K.C. 
instructed by Mr. R. A. Harding, made the 
application on behalf of the Chinese 
Government. Prisoner, who was not re- 
presented, pleaded not guilty. 

Mr. Pollock, in opeving the case, stated that 
the crime was alleged to hare been committed 
on the the 16th June 19.14 when an attack was 
made on Ngan Kok Shiu village in the Sau 
Ming District of the province of Kwang Tung 
by a band of upwards of 100 robbers. When 
the robbing was going on reports of firearms 
were heard. A great many honses were broken 
into that night and many robberies were com- 
mitted: There was a. sort of general melee 
between the robbers and the villagers. As the 
result of the visit to the honse with which we 
‘are concerned, the defendant is alleged to have 
killed Li Chenng Sham’s father, and Li Cheung 
Sham was robbed of $120 in cish and various 
other goods and chattels. 

As the extradition papers only referred to the 
charge of armed robbery Mr. Pollock said he 
would formally withdraw the charge of murder, 
Li Cheung Sham ceclared: I am a student 
residing at Ngan Kok Shiu village. My 
residence is about four chung from the Hast 


gate of the village. On the evening of the 16th 
June,our cook went out to buy goods. Shortly 
afterwards he came running back calling out 
“thieves.” My father immediately got on to 
the rcof of the house and beat a gong. 
Just then the thieves broke in the door. 
There were about twenty of them, headed 
by the defendant who carried a gun. Befo:e 
the defendant entered, he shot at my father on 
the roof and he fell to the ground. The defendant 
then beat his brains out with the butt of his 
gun One of the other robbers took hold of me 
and covered me with a revolver, telling me that 
if I moved I would be killed. Leung Tsung then 
came up and asked where my money was. I 
said—‘‘In the room.” , Defendant said to the 
robbers—“ Go in and get it.” Then five or six 
men went into my father's room, and five or six 
into mine. I heard the boxes being broken 
open, and my wife and children crying. The 
robbers gathered all the clothing they could. 
find and put them into about twenty baskets, 
which they carried into the yard. They then 
said— Let us go into the next house’, and 
they left. They took about $120 in silver be- 
longing to me. Several of the robbers, all armed, 
held me while the others ransacked the place. 
Most of the robbers were armed, some wh 
knives and firearms, others with axes. After 
leaving my house I heard them breaking in 
other doors. Then several gongs were beaten, 
and the robbers ran. After consulting with 
the elders of the village, we sent a petition to 
the Sun Hing Magistrate, and he came and 
made inquiries into the case on the 19th June.

The 
rumour has unfortunately spread toall quarters 
of the globe that Hongkong and the China 
coast is a Tom Tiddler’s ground, a paradise 
for the indolent, where windfalls from the 
Pagoda-tree only nee picking up. Those who 
come exp cting free quarters at the Seamens’ 
Home, undeserved, expose themselves to the 
deadly insult of being offered work! All 
thut is necessary for the treatment of those 
who will not work lies to our hands. It 
is not for u: to imitate the methods of 
Manila, by shipping them elsewhere. - The 
passive treatinent of allowing them to want, and 
punishing them severely when they do wrong, 
should thin their ranks in time, and give the 
Colony a reputation for hard-headedness that it 
does not at present enjoy among these gentry.

RAILWAY TRAVELLING IN CHINA: 


The Hupeh correspondont of the N.-C. Duely 
News, writing of the 1 eh-Han Railway, says: 
Rapidity of railway travel and‘ desire to 
be home before fine weather yielded to 
more severe but seasonable elements were my 


reasons for trying the Pel-Hau railway. I was 
disappo'uted and diszusted to see that the all- 
prevalent and most objectionable Chinese squeeze 
system was associated with this useful modern 
and convenient method of travel. But so it is; 
doubtless unknown to the European managers. 
To catch the train at Chiao-kou terminus, one 
must be up long before daylight. Arriving at 
the station before six, I fouud quite a number 
of intending passengers crouching down in 
corners shetered from the wind waiting 
for the ticket office to open and the train to 
arrive. Half an hour before the train arrived 
the chief porter or station cootie went round to 
each native passenger and demanded forty cash 
as a fee for entering the train. Any demur to 
the squeeze was answered by forbidding such a 
person to enter the train. ‘militury student 
made Mr. Porter wish lo had not forbidden him 
to enter thetrain, or persisted in demanding the 
squeeze, Second-cliss native passyngers were 
taxed a hundred cash. The payment of half 
that sum was—doubtless because a foreigner was 
near - answered with “ What is thiv, when ticket 
clerk and all others have to share it?” Regula- 
tions dealing with excessive luggage are doubt'ess 
needful. That they should become instruments 
for porters and cooli+s to terrorise the poorer 
and simp'er native passenger is an abuse of such 
regulations and should bo stopped. The threat 
to calla foreigner, etc, was enough to frighten 
miny of the passengers to pay the unjust tax 
made by porters and station. coolies of the-two 
first stations on the line. 

Mails were entrained through the window of 
a second class carriage and left more or lezs to 
themselves when stations were reached. I 
found in one carriage a compartment with large 
pigeon holes one usually associates with post 
offic-s. Whether this was tke mail department 
I cannot say. If it were not, certainly more 
care should be taken of mail matter than now is. 


Soldiers standing at 
ease, smartly dressed ese station masters, 
whose two chief duties. seem to be looking 
at the clocks and blowing their whistles; 
I. P. 0.~ letter boxes; were all alike 
prominent at most stations after we left 
Hankow. We were late starting from the 
Concession Station. I would certainly advise 
intendiog ari bt from near the terminus to 
get up the extra half-hour carlier, take train at 
that station, and save the crush which seems 
usual at the Concession station, ‘The oon- 
venicnce of the railway as a mode of travel was 
apparent when I saw a Jady, her infant child 
sleeping comfortably in its cradle, and an amah 
enter’the train. Doubtless mother and infant: 
would be met at their destination, and later in 
the da 
‘several hundred miles from Hankow. The days 
of hard travel’ are numbered. Trains and 
sanitarians are making even the inlands of China 
less exacting than they used to ba as residences. 


CONTRABAND PROFITS AT 
CHEFOO. 


The following bit of special correspondence 
ig said to have been written in Chefvo:—The 
fall of Port Arthur has not been without bitter 
consequences for this port; which, during the 
memorable siege, occupied a prominent place in 
the World's eye as a news centre; whilst its 
merchants grew rich in the contraband trade. 
But to-day, Chefoo is no longer great. Glory 
has departed from it. The honest merchant

contentedly jingles the roubles in his pocket . 


and vows that, should there be another siege of 
the famous city, be will be a mul'imillionaire. 
But still. at times, when he forgets the much 
boasted humanitarianism of his race, he is wont 
to wish that Port Arthur was still Russian, and 
men: were being killed there, merely that he 
‘might make his millions sxoner. The magic 
in the touch of roub!e and yen notes has almost 
bereft him of his sense of right and wrong and 
it is very doubtful if he will ever get it back, 
uow that he knows how good “easy” money 
feels. 

At tle Beach Hotel, the otber night, I 
overheard a conversation b-tween two Russian 
officers conducted in English. On» said— 

“Do you know Zimmerman and company 
have made a million in the contraband trade ?” 

The answer wa3 : — 

“Certainly, ani I know of two other firms in 


town, each of whom has made nearly as much.” 


BOXERS. 


If the reports that reach us f om the Cily 
are trae, and wo have every reason, /says the 
Tientsin Timez, to balieve they arefour old 
friends the Boxers are neither dead if sleepy. 
It would appear that the leaders have drawn up 
a more tempting programme than that of 1900. 
Not only are these who join the fraternity fo have 
the pleasurecf murdering the foreigners and 
dividing their property ; but they are eucourag- 
ed to balieve that they may have the satisfaction 
of helping to tutn out the Manchus, and of 
sharing in the spoils of conquast. 

The tea-houses have it that a deap plot has 
been discovered in the villages around Tai-ch’eng 
Hsin, and that fifty of the leaders have bee. 
apprehended and lodged in the: Hsiea jail. 


Tho story is that thousands of villagers have - 


banded themselves together to rise and overthrow 
the preset dynasty, aud have gone so far as to 
find a suce2ssor to Kuang Hsu, iu a toy of four 


years of age. ; 
On the 19th of the 12th Moon, the Viceroy 
was petitioned by the Magistrate to send 


soldiers, and a large body of infantry aod © 


cavalry have arrived and ban scittered 
amongst the villages in readiness for the rising 
should it take place. It will bo remembered 
that Tai-ch’eng Hsien was the place whers the 
fiist placards were posted in March 1900. 
Tai-ch'eng Hsien is abont 170 li to the south- 


west of Tientsin. . 


That there isa wide-spread feeling of unrest 
in some parts of the country, is undoubted ;

Importers, on 
the other hand, although auxious to push business 
to a reasonable extent, are not at all inclined to 
follow buyers in their demand for lower prices 
and a temporary check is for the moment being 
experienced. Latest telegrams from Bombay 
make that market steady, most of the mills having 
secured vary favourable contracts as far ahead as 
the end of the year. Advices from the country 
are very satisfactory, the yearly settlements of 
accounts having passed off there without difficulty 
and proportionate confidence is apparent.

Messrs. Noel, Murray & Co., in their report 01 
the Shanghai Piece Goods Trade, dated Shanghai 
16th February, states :—It would be quite safe to 
say that never in the history of this trade has the 
market shown such extraordinary activity so soon 
after the China New Year holidays than has been 
displayed during the week just closing. Tho 
sudden dewand has taken Importers quite by 
surprise. A short month ago they were very 
much down in the muuth, and really the outlook 
was far from pleasant. ‘The way the dealers here 
were schemciny tu keep pric-s up was looked upon 
as mere bluff, and a miserably dull time was 
anticipated, so much sv that several prominent 
members of the trade took the upportunity to go 
up country fur a little relasation, never drewming 
that business. and to such an extent, would com- 
mence thus early, It is evidently not for prompt 
delivery that Manchester g‘ods are so much 
wanted, or Auction prices would have shown more 
uniform firmness, but American makes for the 
North are mecting with prompt clearance, hoth 
the T'ientsin and Newchwang markets being eager 
for supplies, so much so that shipments are still 
being made at great additional expense via Chin- 
wangtao, although according to latest advices the 
River is expected t» he open by the 25th instant. 
It is the forward trade that has caused all the 
excitement, however, and the business done is 
described with such adjectives as “tremendous ” 
and “muarvelleus,” but it is practically impussible 


latthe moment to attempt to estimate the total 


quantity. ‘Ihe demand started with American 
makes, as mentioned last week, but orders for 
Manchester goods soon followed suit, and very 
few of the import houses here, or the dealers, are 
not well interested. Not content with booking 
goods for arrival in the late Summer months, 
or the Fall, manufacturers are impressing on 
Import-rs the necessity of secu ing their output 
for much later dates, some of the muikers of 
standard cloths requiring delivery actually a year 
ahead! Exchange opened after the holidays 
entirely without consonance: of the price of Silver, 
and its acrobatic feats during the interval have 
kept the trade guessing! Some of the banks 
must be reaping a rich harvest. The advices 
from Manchester are very strong. It seems that 
India has been c .ught napping and is now trying 
frantically tu make up for lost time. The decline 
in Cotton in Liverpool to 4,08d. for Mid-American, 
and in New York to 7.31 cents and 7.33 cents 
respectively for March and‘ April is practically 
unnoticed. ‘lhe endeavour to forea the price up 
to 10 cents in the States has apparently fuiled. 
The goods market is booming and firm prices 
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thoughout the season are now assured. Although 
the meeting at Charlotte, N.C. called “for the 5th 
January, and referred to in our last, had not taken 
lace when the last mail received here left the 
.S., it appears to have had for an object nothing 


more or less than a combination to keep the price © 


of Yarns up fo a certain level, which is not 
compatible with the idea of usurping the markets 
that have hitherto been drawing their supplies 
from other Countries. The notion of curtailing 
the available supply of Cotton by burning not 
only met with a great de 1 of ridicule, but also 
turns out to be illegal according to the laws of some 
States. There is-a strong desire gruwing up in 
the States to exploit this market a great deal 
more vigorously than has hitherto been done. 
Piece Goods.—Yery satisfactory advices are being 
received from Tientsin and Newchwang, and in 
spite of the large quantiti-s that have gone up 


during the winter to those ports via Chinwangtao 
the demand shows no signs of abating. By the 


way, the figures for those two dependencies, we 
are afraid will be rather mixed. ns all the goods 
shipped to the intermediate port are put down. 


to the former. The holidays are evidently being . 


enjoyed to the usual extent at the River Ports, 
the resumption of business taking place on the 
zOth instant. It is anticipated that some large 
orders will come down ag the markets, in Hankow 
especially, must be pretty bare of stock.
